REV. MELANCTHON COOVER 


ELECTED A PROFESSOR. 


Nineteen New Ministers Graduate, 


Fourteen Already Having 


Charges. 


The Board of Directors of the Theo- 


logical Seminary met in business ses- 
sion on 1 ast Thursday morning. There 
was a very good turn out, over two- 
tbirds of the directors being present. 


The meeting was everything that 


could be desired iu the interest of ja 
a prosperous and well managed insti- 
tution. At a prior meeting a commit- 
tee had been instructed to prepare a 
constitution and a constitution drawn 
under this instruction was presented. 
There were a few changes suggested 
for greater efficiency, as believed, in the 
management. 


One of these changes had to do with 


the number of directors'. At present 
the directors are chosen by such Synod s 
in connection with the General Synod 
as shall patronize the institution and 
contribute to its support. The number 
of directors almost reach one hundred 
in number. The constitution offered 
fixed the maximum at fifty. An 
amendment was offered to this fixing 
the maximum at eighty.

rnles a constitution or amendment of 
same nmst lay over for a year, and the 
question of what the maximum num- 
ber of directors should be was not dis- 
cussed but went over for another year, 
when the question and adoption of the 
constitution will be finally disposed of. 


The routine business of an annual 


session, reading of reports and approv- 
ing budget for the newyear was quickly 
dispatcbed. 


The important matter of the meet 


ing was the election of a professor to 
the chair of Church History and Exe- 
gesis made vacant by death of Dr. E.

The casual observer would scarcely 


appreciate the fact that almost half a 
ton of mail comes and goes through 
the Gettysburg Post Office in a day's 
time. About three months ago in- 
structions were received to weigh the 
railroad mail received and dispatched 
and this was done up until last week. 


The total mail received in the time 


from Reading Railroad was 12,950 Ibs. 
and dispatched on same road was 16,- 
830 Ibs., total of 29,789. or a daily aver- 
age of 8811 bs. 


The total received from Western 


Maryland Railroad was 29.15S Ibs., 
dispatched S,o39. a total of 27,497, or a 
daily average of 480 Ibs. 


The totals are. received4210SIbs.dis^ 


patched 25.169 total 67.277, a daily aver- 
age of 862, and as this does not count 
in the local daily mail, the grand total 
must be near the half ton mark.

given as ?172,423.S9 and the total dis- 
bursements 5135,644.47. 
Deducting 


losses and endowments paid or a total 
paid policy holders of ?32,9S8.50 leaves 
$102,655.97 disbursed as the expenses 
of running the company. In other 
words the expenses of management;of 
company, commissions to agents, etc., 
last year was over 59 cents for every 
dollar of income taken in. Applying 
this to the ?4.000 of gold bonds sold in 
this place, the agents that spent sev- 
eral weeks here and othermanagement 
expenses of the company would get 
$2360 of the money collected here and 
only §1640 would go into the company 
to pay the bonds as they matured.

Talks on Ghosts Cause Troubles. 
Rev. Stanley L. Krebs, one of the 


lecturers at the last Teachers Institute 
in this county and a native of this 
county, has been having trouble with 
his congregation. 


A congregational meeting at the 


First Beibriued Church, Greensburg, 
was held 
recently, to 
determine 


whetheroruot thepastor, Rev. Stanley 
L. Krebs, should be retired^ from the 
pastorate. 


Dr. Krebs has [gained'notelas a lec- 


turer and platform orator, two of his 
themes 
being! \ "Spiritualism" and 


"Ghosts," In the lectures he explained 
the findings oi several scientific bod- 
ies of this country andj Europe. 


Some of the older members of the 


congregation complained to the con- 
sistory that Dr. Krebs was neglecting 
Ms duties. The consistory adopted a 
resolution that Dr. Krebs should eith- 
er quit lecturing or resign his pastor- 
ate. 


Dissatisfaction was'felt over the ac- 


tion of the consistory and a congrega- 
tional meeting was called. After an 
exciting session, eighty-nine members 
voted that the preacher should quit 
the lecture platform and 114 voted 
that he should continue in the old way, 
provided that the time given to lectur- 
ing does not interfere with his duties 
to the church. 


The Call to Action Among Birds. 
Mr. Craig S. Thorns tells a number 


of interesting things about young 
birds in the '-New Idea Woman's 
Magazine" for June, and speaks of the 
significant intonations of a bird's 
voice as follows : "If one happens 
near a nest at a time when the young 
birds are able to come off, and gives 
it so much attentionjjthat the parent 
birds are alarmed for the safety of 
their nestlings, they call their young 
to leave the nest with a note I have 
never heard under any other circum- 
stances.

pleading, as when the 


young are helpless, but one of com- 
mand, and command that has in it a 
note of encouragement, and also assur- 
ance of being obeyed. This command 
the nestlings recognize instantly, and 
they knovr its meaning; they also obey 
it, if possible, I have seen a brood of 
sparrows transformed in a moment 
by it from con tented nestlings to ani- 
mated, restless, bounding spirits that 
one could not keep in the nest except 
by main foree." 


Great Fights With Insects. 


No where Is the control of insect pests 


more thoroughly managed than in 
California. Here the most determined 
war is waged. 
Its State Board of 


horticulture is its war office; it directs 
the attacks, provides the sinews of 
war. Every county in the State has, 
or may have on petition of the fruit- 
growers, special horticultural com- 
missioners who are placed in charge 
of all matters relating to injurious in- 
sects. Beneath the commissioners is 
a staff of local inspectors, three or 
four in small districts, twenty or 
thirty in large. The officials organize 
a tree-tc-tree inspection of all fruit 
ranches; they are given power to enter 
all premises, and to enforce action on 
the part of the owners where danger is 
discovered. 


The two great weapons employed in 


fighting scales are fumigating and 
spraying. Tree aiier tree is visited at 
night by inspector?, aud each ;s either 
vigorously sprayed with poisonous 
washes or covered with a tent, which 
is filled with the fumes of a deadly 
gas. 


All injurious insects cn.n be con- 


trolled by the introduction of their 
natural 
enemies. 
Nature's own 


weapons tor destroying a pest always 
prove the must efficacious. The im- 
portation of the Australian ladybird to 
California resulted in the total eradica- 
tion of "the white scale, and in some 
instances this ladybird has cleared 
districts of the 
black scale also. 


\Vhen it was discovered that the white 
scale was the ladybird's natural prey 
California at once sent an expert to 
Australia to gather specimens. Thou- 
sands and thousand? were brought 
over, and s^t ai liberty among the 
trees. They are still abundant, and 
are the best friends of the fruit-grower. 


A fierce war is waged against insects 


in all of our states in which fruit is 
cultivated. Thus in Georgia, a pet-l 
called the :5an Jose scale is thoroughly 
controlled by a treatment with kero- 
sene, and the maple-tree borer is held 
in abeyance by a cutting-out method. 
Bui there is one pest in Georgia thai 
deiies everything save & viijoroui- 
shaking of the tree on which it is 
lodged, and then hand-destruction. 
This is the curculio, which is particu- 
larly injurious to peach and p3i:m 
tree?.

It is not only iu rainy weather when

in order to bring about better public 
roads which the management knew 
meant more freight from, and for the 
farmers with good roads to haul it 
over. 


This missionary and builder of 


roads, D. Ward King, an Iowa farmer, 
started nine years ago to experiment 
with his idea. He lived in Holt Co., 
la., and the roads in the rainy season 
were impassable. Something had to 
be done and he made up his mind to 
do it. He built a drag. 


He took two pieces of a log which 


he had split and a tire from an old 
wagon and a piece of old chain. The 
pieces of log which were about one 
foot thick and about nine feet long- 
were placed on edge about thirty 
inches apart with the flat sides facing 
in the same direction. The iron was 
used for protecting the lower edge of 
the front piece and the chain was used 
to haul the drag over the road- 


He soon proved to his satisfaction 


that dragging: the road was worth 
while. The stretch of road upon which 
he worked was about half a mile long. 
For four years he kept up the work of 
dragging the road after each rain be- 
fore any of his neighbors followed his 
example. But they discovered that 
the road in front of his place was al- 
trays good. The method was simple 
and inexpensive and the farmers be- 
gan to follow his example. The county 
commissioners finally took the matter 
up and made a standing offer to fur- 
nish the drags to all farmers who 
would use them and one crossroads 
blacksmith shop made fifteen drags in 
one week- 


It is not claimed that the method is 


perfection, nor that it will do away 
with the desirability of macadamizing 
as soon as such a course is possible or 
practicable, but he declares that "the 
drag seemg to be the connecting link 


value of dragging is apparent. Roads 
which are lined with ruts and are un- 
comfortable to ride over are improved 
beyond measure by the use of the drag. 
If a road is gone over after each rain, 
the ruts cannot form. 
The drag 


knocks off the rough places, rills up 
the ruts, makes the road smooth' and 
gradually grades the dirt up in the 
middle, so that the water runs off in to 
the ditches at the sides and leaves the 
roadbed dry and hard. In time, a 
road will become absolutely smooth 
aud almost as hard as asphalt. The 
first dragging of a road will do a great 
deal of good, but after two or three 
years the improvement will be tea 
times as marked. 


What has been said will apply to 


miles upon miles of roads in Adams 
county and dragging them will un- 
questionably make them infinitely 
better than they are. There is no need 
to wait until the State builds and peo- 
ple tax themselves for costly roads. 
The county can have benefit of dragged 
roads at once. Where is the supervisor 
who will notify the inhabitants of a 
township that the only way he will 
permit them to work out their taxes 
will be by dragging so much of a road 
after every rain. Or where is the 
farmer who will set the -exarr.ple by 
dragging a portion of a road.

THE BLUE RIDGE TUNNEL 


The Earnings of Western Maryland 


Hake Good Showing. 


A skilled engineer is with a corps of 


surveyors now making surveys for 
tunnel through the Blue Ridge moun- 
tains for the Wabash Railroad's fast 
passenger and heavy freight trains. 
Several initiatory surveys have al 
ready been made but the one now in 
progress will be the most complete 
aud exhaustive one yet undertaken 
and will probably determine the 
question.

These questions are answered in the 
following narrative: 


Exactly forty-three years ago, when 


Muravlelf, the lieutenant of the pres- 
ent czar's father, was carrying out 
(ils cruel and barbaric cru^itdc against 
Poles, a young student of that coun- 
try attending the University of Dorpat 
returned home one day with hajf a 
ilozen companions, whom he promised 
to entertain in his father's house. 
They entered, and a ghastly spectacle 
met their view. The whole family had 
been massacred, while the mother and 
eister of the young Pole had beeu 
brutally treated by Muravieff's- cow- 
ardly soldiers, drunk with vodka. 


The students, who were Russians, 


stood dumb with horror, while the be- 
reaved boy sat down by a little table. 
His head rested on his Idft hand, 
while his right arm hung limply by his 
side. His companions expected a wild 
outburst of rage against themselves 
and their country, but the boy did not 
speak. He just sat there, pale and 
deathlike, while tears poured from his 
glassy eyes. 


One of his friends went over to him 


and, 
touching him on the shoulder, 


said: 


"Stanislaus! 
Stanislaus! 
Corae to 


yourself again, and we will avenge 
this wrong!" 


But the boy did not answer. 
In a 


few minutes the tears ceased to flow, 
the eyes turned upward, there was a" 
heavy sigh, and Stanislaus fell dead 
from bis chair. 


The terrible shock had killed him. 
Kneeling round the body of their 


dead companion, the Russian students 
bound themselves by a solemn oath to 
work out the ruin of the tyranny which 
had thus disgraced tbeir fatherland. 
They secretly met afterward, and their 
creed was thought out and settled. It 
was the result of careful thought and 
was not wildly absurd or hysterical. 
It was as follows: "Liberty in reli- 
gious belief, freedom of the press and 
in public meeting, government on the 
representative system and the redistri- 
bution of property." To secure these 
things they determined to resort to any 
measures—even assassination. And that 
has been the creed of the nihilists ever 
since.—Pearson's Weekly.

Peter the Great, from which so much 
was expected, was in course of con- 
struction the deputy acting minister 
of marine, on being suddenly asked by 
the czar what progress the ship in 
question was making, lo^-i. his head 
and replied t'hat she would be ready 
for sea in three weeks. "The emperor 
expressed great, satisfaction at the 
uews and rfaid that he would shortly 
Inspect the vessel at Cronstadt. It so 
happened, however, that, far 
from 


being ready for sen. the «*hip was still 
in dock and that her armor plates, 
which were being rolled in England, 
had not even been delivered. In view 
of the emperor's threatened visit all 
useful work on board the ship was 
stopped, and hundreds of men were 
set to work night and day at the erec- 
tion of cabins, the covering of the ship 
with sham armor, the erection of 
wooden turrets and the like. 


"When the Duke of Edinburgh came 


to Russia I told his royal highness this 
story." continues Colonel Wellesley, 
"which lie was most reluctant to be- 
lieve. I told the duke, however, that

A SWIMMING HORSE. 


The Proper War to Ride the Animal 


In the "Water. 


A military journal of Paris gives this 


account of the way a horse should not 
be ridden and of the way he should be 
ridden in swimming a stream: 


To begin with, it- must not be sup- 


posed that a horse always swims nat- 
urally and with ease the moment he is 
off his feet in the water. The animai 
under such circumstances has but one 
notion—to keep bis head out of the wa- 
ter and to lift his shoulders as high as 
possible. 
In doing this his hind quarters smfe., 


and he finds himself almost standing- 
upon his tail, or at least in a position 
three-quarters erect. 


In such a position, if the rider draws 


upon the reins or throws Ms body back 
in the least, the animal's hind quarters 
will sink more and more, his body will 
take a vertical position, and. beating 
the water uselessly with bis forefeet,, 
he will finally sink. 


As soon as the borse gets off bis feet 


! in the water let the rider grasp a hand- 


ful of the animal's mane, leaning at 
the same time well forward upon bis 
shoulders, but without touching the 
horse's bead. The rider's knees should 
be pressed tightly to the horse's sides: 
otherwise he is likely to be swept off 
by the water. 


This is the only position which will 


enable a man to remain in the saddle 
and the horse to swim at the same 
time. 


1 
TLe reins must be held loosely and 


each "well to one side. If the horse is to 
be guided in the "water give the loose 
rein a little jerk in the direction de- 
sired. But it is In the highest degree 
important never 'to pull on the reins.
